Tlfe day of theircorrooalion before that, in 
the language of our o <1 chronicles, *the 
Kine slept ” When his Majesty arrives 
-at the church, he is conducted to the chair 
placed under the canopy in ttie midst of the 
choir- there the Bishop of Laon presents 
him with the oath of the kingdom, which 
the King pionounces, with his hands placed 
on the Evangelists; he swears to do justice 
and maintain the fundamental laws of the 
state. Immediately after, the Archbishop 
of Rheinis bestows his benediction upon the 
royal ornaments in which the King is to 
be attired. —Whilst they are preparing the 
Holy chrism, (be King is extended at full 
length upon a long cushion, coveted with 
golden Jli’urS'de-lis. Long Litanies are 
then uttered, after which the Archbishop, 
seated in his chair, anoints the King, raised 
upon his knees, seven times; 1st, on the 
crown of his head; 2dly, on the stomach, 
Sdlv between the shoulders; dtlily, on the 
right shoulder; jthly, on the left shoulder; 
<3:hly, on the joints of the right arm; and 
Tthly, on those of (he left. When the unc¬ 
tions are completed, the Archbishop close- 
the openings of the King’s shirt with gold 
lace, and the Grand Chamberlain clothe- 
btm in the tunic, the dalraatique, and tlw 
royal mantle.—These garments ore til 
violet-coloured velvet, thickly adorned with 
fleurs de-lis in gold embroidery, and de¬ 
noting the habits of the three orders—Sub 
deacons, Deans, and Priests. After the 
benedictions conferred upon the gloves, the 
royal ring, and the delivery of the hand oi 
justice and the sceptre, the Chancellor ol 
France calls upon the Peers, who advancp 
with haste; the Archbishop takes tlie crown 
of Charlenngne, which lies upon the altar; 
all the Peers extend their hands to enable 
him to support it, and the Prelate places it 
upon the head of the Sovereign. 

The ceremony of the environment is no 
Jess imposing. As soon as the King is pla¬ 
ced upon the throne all the people are al¬ 
lowed to enter the church, the Te Iteum i- 
thundered forth, all the bells of the city ring 
a peal, and continual salvoes of artillery 
proclaim the great event in all directions.' 

Mecdolt of Robespierre. —A celebrated 
gambling house was opened during the 
Revolution by the Marquis de Saint Ama- 
ranthe: this Marquis, after having dissipat¬ 
ed a revenue of 8U,000 francs a year, it is 
said, died a hackney-coachman. His wi¬ 
dow, however, with her own fortune con¬ 
tinued to give fetes for drawing gainblei s to 
her house. Robespierre having dined with 
her one day, and being excited with wine, 
forgot his usual circumspection, and lei 
escape some hints of his design of getting 
himself named Dictator or King. The 
same night a player, with whom he 
lived in great familiarity, recalled to his 
mind the words he had suffered to escape 
him. It was necessary to get rid of all dan 
gerous witnesses, and the following day a 
decree of the Convention named Madam 
de Saint Amaranthe, and her family, as ac¬ 
complices in the conspiracy of the Baron 
du Balz.and three days alter this decree, 
on the 29'h Prairial, in the year 2, Madame 
St. Amaranthe, her daughter, her Bon, a 
child between 13 and 1-1 years of age, and 
ber aon-iu-law, were led to the scaffold. 


prospect of success. The spirit of ambi¬ 
tion and intrigue having once gained the 
ascendency in the human heart, is sure to 
work, regardless of consequences. Disap¬ 
pointment in the first attempt only tends 
to whet the keenness of revenge—to accu¬ 
mulate the means and ripen the conspira¬ 
cies of designing men.

Honesty, capability 
and fidelity are virtues too old fashioned to 
be inquired into. The only requisites— 
the only talismans of office are, if you will 
vote for my son, my friend or brother, I 
will vote for yours. On the subject of the 
laic appointment,rumours are abroad, in¬ 
volving proceedings not unlike those above 
alluded to. But it does not belong to a 
private individual to adjudge the penalty to 
uch derelictions of duly, although every 
one is interested in the proceedings of those 
whom be has aided in sending to Annapolis, 
and ought to notice and expose every thing 
that is doubtful or dangerous. The dele¬ 
gates from my native county must have 
known the prevailing sentiments of their 
constituents in regard to the appointment ot 
a Senator to Congress. The day of retri¬ 
bution will certainly arrive; and when the 
tree and independent voters of Talbot 
shall be called upon to select their Dele¬ 
gates on the first Monday in October next, 
ilie result may prove, that their will is not 
to be derided with impunity.

Yet if these men are ominued 
in the same elevated situations by those 
“dressed in a little biicf authority,” in de¬ 
fiance of the power and the wish of tlieH 
ifisulted superiors, representation is but a 
farce, and responsibility but a name. 

It may be contended by some that they 
viewed the man of their choice as best 
qualified for (lie station, and that no evil 
could arise to the public, as certain plans 
had proved abortive, with little prospect of I 
revival. To tlie former argument 1 would 
reply,'hat no talents however, splendid— 
no qualifications however great—and no 
services however valuable, can stand in 
cmnpetitiun with the want ol those principle- 
which the people approve, even admitting 
that no other individual could be found 
equally fitted for tlie station, which I by no 
means allow. Principles are certainly im¬ 
mutable, and are either right or wrong: and 
between these there can be no medium. 
Now the system of caucusing is a principle 
which is in itself either right or wrong. 
The advocates of the former sentiment 
were therefore completely at issue with 
those of the latter. The struggle has ended 
and caucus principles have been denounc¬ 
ed by unprecedented majorities, and cau¬ 
cus men have been expelled from power h. of¬ 
fice in every other place except in Maryland 
It therefore lias been demonstraied, (I hum¬ 
bly conceive,) that it can be no excuse in 
this cate to urge qualifications. 

To the latter argument it may be observ¬ 
ed, that before the end of 5 years, the term

But C. will say that 
these are abuses and “excesses” which are 
no argument against the rational use of the 
amusement. We however say that these 
abuses are very ficquently consequent on 
the use of it, ami for this reason alone, 
were there no other, a Chiisiiau communi¬ 
ty should discourage it. 

I’ylailes and Balhylus, who felt the 
smart of Juvenal’s lash did not exist only 
in ancient times.

I noticed in your paper of the 19th ult. 
two poetical effusions, extracted from the 
Floridian, one uf which was staled to be 
written by a gentleman of Georgia, and the 
other, in answer to it, by a lady of the city 
ol Baltimore. The opinion l formed of 
their merit", after a hasty perusal of them, 
was, that though they exhibited little ori¬

This led me to give the articles in question 
a more attentive examination, and I assure 
you I was surprised that I could evet have 
thought them passable, or as Leigh Hunt 
would say, even readable. Bu 1 , as dealing 
out general assertions may not lie considered 
giving lair play to the so much admired au¬ 
thor £t auihoress, I will proceed to point out 
what 1 take to be faults in their perl’orman 
ce", endeavouring at the same time, to be- 
to\v praise where it may be due, and to 
censure, since censure I must, with all the 
candour ami forbearance compatible with 
true and honest criticism. I will begin 
with ifie gentleman. The first and most 
correct stanza of his effusion is as follows: 
"My hfe is like the Rummer rose, 

That opens to the morning sky, 

But ere the shades of evening close, 

Is scattered on the ground to die; 

Yet on that ruse’s humble bed 
The sweetest dews ot night are shed. 

As if she wept such waste to see, 

But none shall weep a tear for me.’’ 

These lines may do —the ideas lliey con¬ 
tain are, however, trite—the compai ison of 
life to a rose has been made a thousand 
times—and may, indeed, be very well tol¬ 
erated in Ihe composition ot srliool-misses, 
but it can hardly lay claim to our approba¬ 
tion, when it comes before us as the offer¬ 
ing of a mind enriched by study and ma¬ 
tured by experience. The application of 
the won! l waste’ in the last couplet is cer¬ 
tainly not happy. 

"My Tile is like the autumn leaf, 

That trembles in the muon’s pule ray. 

Its bold is frail; its dale is brief. 

Restless ami soon io pass away, 

Yet ere the leaf shall/n/t and fade. 

The parent tree shut! mown its shade, 

'l'he winds bewail the leafless tree 
Rut none shall breathe u sigh forme.’’ 

• Restless ’ a'k here applied to ‘dote,’ if not 
of doubtful propriety, might have been ad¬ 
vantageously exchanged for some other 
word. Tlie gross tautology contained in 
the second couplet, dues not speak much in 
praise either of the genius or resources of 
the writer; and I must confess that my ris¬ 
ible faculties were not a little excited by 
the idea suggested in the last four lines 
that the 'tree' should ‘mourn its shade ere' 
the leaf should fall, anti that the ‘ winds’ 
should 'bewail the leajless tree,' while its 
leaves were yet fluttering in its branches. 

“My life is like the prints which feet 
lias left on Tempt’* desert strand. 

Soon as the rising tide shall beat. 

All trace will vanish from the sand; 

Yet as 1 f giieving to efface 
Jilt vestige of the human race, 

On that lone shore loud mourns the sea, 

But none alas, shall mourn for me.’’ 


A little jroet, who writes a foolish line, 
cannot be allowed to plead in bis justification, 
that a great poet has written one equally 
foolish. In defence of 'Tempe's strand,’ 
the‘distinguished advocate’may quote ‘Penn- 
sytvania's shore,’ in Campbell’s Gertrude 
of Wyoming—but they are both forced, 
both offensive to any rentier of correct taste 
ami geographical knowledge. The 'distin¬ 
guished’ author seems extravagantly fond 
of making every tiling “t oeep,” “bewail,” 
lt mourn,” Sic.— I have no objection to '■the 
dews’ being called Hhe tears of night ’ weep¬ 
ing over the rose—it has, if 1 may so speak, 
been a stoefc metaphor amongst second-rate 
sonnetteers and song writers, from the ear¬ 
liest day’s of poetry, and its correctness has, 

I believe, never been disputed.— Nearly 
the same may be said of the winds bewail¬ 
ing the fallen foliage of the tree.— But the 
sea's mourning the trace it had erased 
from the sand, is something strikingly nov¬ 
el! The waves with merciless fury, de¬ 
stroy the print of human footsteps on the 
shore, and the din of the terrible havoc, is 
the moan of sorrow for the mischief they 
have done! we shall, by and by, be taught 
to hear in the roar ol the cannon, the fu, e 
ral dirge over the soldier whose life it de¬ 
stroys—and in the thunder’s crash, the soft 
plaint of wo for the shivered oak, and bay- 
stacks enveloped in flames!

to the other, it is by no means out of char¬ 
acter—its faults are of a similar kind—and, 
if tliere be any difference between them, 1 
should say, that, in the two first 9tanzjs, 
the lady has, to use the language of the 
Florid,an, 'out argued the lawyer but that 
in the last, the advantage is rather on the 
side of the ‘advocate.’ 

To conclude—the poems under consid¬ 
eration are not so paltry as many we eveiy 
day see in print—and, indeed, considered 
merely as fugitive piece!-, they can entail no 
very great discredit upon their authors. In 
point of versification, it is but justice to say 
that they exhibit an ease and harmony ol 
numbers truly delicious—unsurpassed per¬ 
haps by few things in our language—but 
here our praise must stop. l’uetry, 1 
grant, lias many licenses peculiar to itself, 
but it can no more be ixcused for a totai 
want of good sense, than humble prose 
am aware also of the probability that these 
articles were by their authors considered 
merely as fugitive trifles, and as such are 
not fit subjects to call down the severity ol 
criticism—and I should have been among 
the last to notice them as I have done, but 
for the admiration they appear to excite 
every where, and the hypeibolical praise 
bestowed on them by the editor ol the Flo¬ 
ridian—praise which can only be deserved 
by the elegant odes of Gray, and others o 
similar excellence. What ought we to ex¬ 
pect, but that British travellers and British 
reviewers, should pronounce our taste to be 
puerile and corrupt, when tlie editor of the 
Floridian, mistaking mere fustian lor ‘pa¬ 
thos,’ lavishes on it the highest strain ol 
encomium, and, pardun me Sir, when you 
and our other newspaper editors, from the 
St. Croix to the Sabiuc, are willing to em¬ 
ploy your types, forsuotu! in giving cur- 
ie<'cy to his ridiculous panegvnck. 

The translation ot Milton’s fifth Latin 
Elegy, by a gentleman ol Talbot lately de¬ 
ceased, which appeared in your last paper, 
must be considered as honourable to its’ 
highly respected autnor, e-peeially as n 
seeins to have been the opinion of Dr. 
Johnson, that the original itself was not 
distinguished by any power of invention or 
vigor- of sentiment. To make the poem 
readable was, therefore, all that any uaus- 
lator could have dune. Perhaps it uiay not 
be recollected by your classical rvuders 
generally, that this version was written 
many years previous to that of the same 
elegy by the immortal Cowper—at a time 
when there was no printed tianslation of it. 
at least none of meiit, extant. Had l suf¬ 
ficient room, I should take pleasure in ma¬ 
king such extracts from the two versions, 
as might enable such of yuur readers, as 
have not Cowper’s by them, to form an es¬ 
timate of their comparative merits—satisfi¬ 
ed that Mr. B.’s would not suffer from being 
placed beside that of the immortal bard.

SPAIN.— An arrival at Boston from 
Gibialtar has brought papers of that place 
to tlie 30th December, by which it appears

INDIAN CORN. 

Five ounces of corn, (avoirdupois) just 
shelled from the ear, were put into 11 
pounds of boiling water, and boiled for ten 
hours. As the boiling evaporated the wa¬ 
ter, tho vessel was filled up with j a pound 
ol cold water as often as appeared necessa¬ 
ry. Six pounds two ounces of water were 
used; and when llie boiling was done, there 
were eight ounces of liquor, five of which 
were thick and rich, drained from the corn. 
Thus drained, and brought to the state of 
hominy tolerably well conked, the mess 
was found to weigh 15 ounces. 

This experiment was made with two 
T ; e ws;—first, to find what would be the in¬ 
crease of weght—and 2dly, whether the 
process of boiling would npt produce eve¬ 
ry desirable effect, without the trouble and 
expense of having the corn ground into 
meal. 

CORN MEAL. 

Five ounces of unsifted corn meal were 
mixed with one pound ten ounces of scald¬ 
ing water.—Before it had boiled long, 
fearing it might burn, one pound ten oun- J 
ses more of water were added. The meal j 
was well cooked in one hour; but the mess , 
being thinuer than was wished, the boiling j 
was continued for some time to evaporate 
the water—but the meal appeared to bold j 
the water by a powerful attraction, and j 
parted with it very slowly. When the 
process was stopped, the mixture was thin¬ 
ner than mush, or hasty-piulJing; but rath¬ 
er thicker than gruel, and was in an excel- j 
lent state to give to a sow suckling a farrow 1 
ol pi^s. The mess was again put into the | 
scales, and the five ounces of meal were ; 
now found to weigh over thirty minces. 

The meal may be cooked with one fifth 1 
of Hie fuel, necessary to cook the corn. 

LADY PEAS. | 

Five ounces of lady peas were next 
cooked.—The mess when thoroughly done 
and drained, weighed fifteen ouuces; but 1 
they yielded no rich liquor, and appeared 
like a very inferior food to the boiled corn. I 
% RYE. j 

Five ounces of rye were put into one 
pound ten ounces of boiling water, and tho 
boiling was continued for live hours in the 
course of which one pound more of water 
was added. The mess was now thorough¬ 
ly done, and was enveloped in a rich louk- 
ing gelatinous substance, of which only two 
minces would drain off. This mess, which 
had every appearance of rich nourishing 
food, weighed twenty three ounces, beside 
the two ounces of jelly. 

RYE SHORTS. 

Five ounces of rye shorts were mingled 
witli one pound ten ounces of boiling water. 
They were boiled very gently for 2) hours; 
in the course of which time fourteen oun¬ 
ces more of water were added. It was 
now a thick, rich gruel, and apparently in 
a nice sta'c for a mess for n milch cow. In 
this state it weighed forty ounces.

100. The two whose weights together 
made 185 pounds, were fed on one gallon 
of shelled Indian corn, weighing seven 
pounds, to each for every 24 hours, and 
as much water as they wanted.—This 
quantity of food was a plenty for them; 
generally they about consumed it. Some 
five or six different days between the 1st 
of December and the 4th January, the time 
the experiment was going on they did not 
quite eat their whole allowance. 

To the two shoats, whose weights to¬ 
gether made 17-3 pounds, seven ouunds of 
good Indian corn meal, by measure ten 
pin's, were made into good mush or hasty 
pudding, and divided between them for ev¬ 
ery 24 hours. That is these two had al¬ 
lowed them exactly half the weight of meal, 
which the others had of raw corn. The 
seven pounds of meal were daily mixed 
with scalding water, and then well boiled: 
the whole process of cooking was done on 
an average in I $ hours. They were all fed 
twice a day,$t at the same time. The even¬ 
ing feed of the shoats fed on mush was gen¬ 
erally warm—the morning feed,, having 
stood all night was always cold. The

they were proclaimed) to discharge, with nit 
possible promptitude, the national debt; to 
reduce, within the narrowest limits of efficien¬ 
cy, the military force; to improve the organi¬ 
zation and discipline of the army; to provide 
und sustain a school ol military science; to ex¬ 
tend equal protection to all tlie great interests 
of tlie nation; to promote the civilization uf 
the Indian tribes; and, to proceed in tlie great 
system of internal improvement*, within tho 
limits of the constitutional power of the Union. 
Under the pledge of these promises, made by 
that eminent citizen, at the time of Ins first in¬ 
duction lo tliis office, in his career of right 
years, the internal taxes have been repealed; 
s xty mi I iions of the public debt have been 
discharged; provision has been made for th« 
comfort and relief of the aged and indigent a- 
mtmg the surviving warriors of the Revolu¬ 
tion; the regulur armed force has been re¬ 
duced, und its constitution revised und per¬ 
fected; the accountability for tbe expendir 
lure of public monies has been mode more 
effective; tlie Floritlas have been peaceably 
acquired, anil our boundary has been ex¬ 
tended to tbe Puciflc Ocean; the indepen¬ 
dence of the southern nations of ibis hem¬ 
isphere bar been recognized and recommen¬ 
ded by example and by counsel, to the 
potentates of Europe; progress lias been 
made in the defence o( the country, by 
fortifications, and the increase of Hie navy; 
towards tlie effectual suppression of the 
African traffic in slaves; in alluring the 
abmiginal hunters of our laud to the culti¬ 
vation of tbe soil and of Iho mind; in ex¬ 
ploring Hie interior regions of the Union; 
and in preparing, by scientific researches 
and surveys, fur the further application of 
our national resources to tlie interim! im¬ 
provement of our country. 

In this brief outline of tbe promise nnd per¬ 
formance of my immediate predecessor, tiny 
line of duty, for bis successor, is clearly 
delineated. To pursue to their consummation, 
those purposes of improvement in nur com¬ 
mon condition, instituted or recommended 
by him, will embrace the whole sphere of 
my obligations.

TI1E INAUGURATION. 

At an early hour yesterday morning, our 
city presented an unusual sceue of bustle. 
There had been a great influx of strangers 
in the course of Thursday, in order to wit 
ness a scene, the entire grandeur of which 
consists in its simplicity, und the variety ol 
ns-ociations to which it naturally gives birth. 
Whatever of splendour belongs to it is en¬ 
tirely intrinsic; there is no external show, 
no burrowed grandeur, none of the tinse 
ling, nor glitter, nor circumstance of arti 
ficial pomp; yet its effect throws into the 
deeped shade the most magnificent specta 
cles which are dependent only on their 
gorgeousness lor the interest which they 
Create. 

Agreeable to previous arrangements, the 
President and President Elect, escorted 
by the volunteer companies of tlie city and 
Georgetown, and a very considerable body 
of citi/.ens on horseback and in carriages, 
set forward in procession to the Capitol. 
The cavalcade reached the Capitol a little 
before 12 o’clock. 

The Senate had been convened at 10 
o’clock; and at about half past ten, General 
Jackson, on motion of Mr. Mills, adminis¬ 
tered to Mr. Calhoun the oath prescribed 
by the Constitution to be taken by the Vice 
President; after which Mr. Calhoun made 
n brief and pertinent address, which we shall 
endeavour to give hereafter. 

Abuul 12 o'clock, the President of the 
United States and President Elect having 
arrived, they were received by the Com¬ 
mittee appointed for that purpose on the 
part of the Senate, and conducted to (he 
House of Representatives, followed by the 
Senators and a number of Representatives 
and citizens. 

Before ten o’clock, the galleries of" the 
House of Representatives were filled to an 
overflow, and all the sofas and the seats 
which were not reserved for the Senators 
and Representatives, the public officers who 
had to officiate on the occasion, and the 
diplomatic corps, were entirely occupied 
by ladies, and numbers were compelled, 
notwithstanding, to abandon the hopes of 
obtaining even standing places long before 
the hour arrived for the commencement of 
the ceremony. 

l’y 12 o’clock, the Mali was completely 
thronged, every avenue to the Chair being 
crowded so as to produce the greatest pei- 
sonal inconvenience to the individuals by 
whom they were filled. About that time, 
the sound of military music announced the 
approach to the Capitol of the procession 
by which the President and President Elect 
were escorted; and, in a few minutes af¬ 
terwards, the doors were thrown open, and 
the procession entered the Mall o! Repre¬ 
sentatives. The rush at this moment was 
tremendous, and the doors ivcrb, Tor securi¬ 
ty, cloBed so rapidly, as in exclude many 
of the Senators, Representatives, and citi¬ 
zens who had remained in the Senate. As 
soon as the President Elect had ascended 
the Speaker’^ chair, and order bad been in 
some degree restored, lie delivered, in 
a tone of deep feeling, the address which 
will be found in another part of our paper, 
As soon as he had concluded his address 
which occupied about half an hour in the 
delivery, the oath proscribed by the consti¬ 
tution was adniiuistcrr.il by the Chief Jus¬ 
tice, who was attended by the other Judges 
of the Supreme Court, The moment the 
oath was administered, the fact was announ¬ 
ced abroad by a discharge of cannon. 
Mr. Adams then received the congratulations 
of Ills Mends; alter w hich, he left the Hall, 
^utl returned in the sane order to his 
House. 

On this interesting occasion, Mr. Adams 
acquitted himself so as to command the 
respect of all.—Clothed in a complete suit

INAUGURATION SPEECH. 

Wc place this desired paper before our 
readers to-day, which they will find a most

Our paper a Tew 
days ago gave an account of a servant girl 
who was restored (o life after she bad been 
considered dead for fire or six days. This 
would not have appeared at all extraordina¬ 
ry to our learned German; for "he assures 
us that ‘Giiccllin, a nephew of the Arch¬ 
bishop of Cologne, as he was crossing the 
Rhine in his childhood, fell out of the boat 
into the tiver: and in spite ot the effurts of 
Ins aitendanls sunk and was no more seen. 
Fifteen days afterwards he was fished out 
of the river (e.rpiscatus est )—As they were

a sit gle specimen taken out of a book of 
them wiitien by Peter Damianus, Arch- 
bishnp and Cardinal of Ravenna. He tells 
us that ‘Robert, King of France, took a

:ion. She bore bun a child who had the 
head and netk of a goose. The Bishops of 
France, on hearing of this porteotoos birth, 
excommunicated both him and his wile.’ 
Robert was more unfortunate in his pun¬ 
ishment than in his fate, for th >ugb he might 
be fi st, he ceTtainly was not the last King 
who has found himself the father of a son 
with the head of a goose.— London paper. 


SPECIMENS OF CREDULITY.— 
Lord Bacon, hi his Essay on 1 ru»l, tell- os 
that “a mix'u:e of a lye doth always add 
pleasure.” Wetheiefore recommend ti c 
following extra; t* from a dull book, publish¬ 
ed at the beginning of the 17tli century, and 
entitled ^Miracuh Morluvrum et T'.vor- 
ijni,” io the future editois ol llieJtfe of tost 
renowred adventurer Baron . Munchausen. 
The author of it was a German jurispru¬ 
dent, named Henry Korun.an, who is repre¬ 
sented by B.iyle to have been a prnf.und 
scholar, and a very iavenous devourer ol 
learning. He has no claim to originality ol 
invention; but as to teadiness in believing 
the inventions of others, he is clearly with¬ 
out a rival. We subjoin a few instances of 
the gravity with which lie retails and pro- 
pog;.t’‘S the most monstrous absurdities. In 
describing the wonders that are to be found 
io the South Sea, he tells us that Diodoru®, 
the geographei, writes, that 'there is an Is¬ 
land iu it, where the inhabitants are earh 
four cubits taller than the inhabitants ol 
Greece and Italy—their bones are not bard, 
but flexible, like nerves—their tongue is 
divided in two from the roots, so that iliey 
can keep up a conversation with one man 
with one half of their tongue, and with an¬ 
other with the other at the same time — 
Alluding to the Molucca Islands, he assures 
us, with inimitable simplicity, that “in the 
Island ofGylon, which is one of them, theie 
is a nation with ears so large, that they hang 
down to their stiooldei s, and that in anothei 
island close by it, there is a nation with 
ears slill longer. The inhabitants of it are 
accustomed, when they go to sleep, to lay 
down on one ear and cover theinsrlves up 
with the oilier!!!” This story, he informs 
us, is to be found in thai celeliiated author, 
lilaxmiilianus Transylvania*, of whose ce¬ 
lebrity, however, we are at this lime of day 
unfortunately very iguoraut. A Knight nl 
the name of Pigaleiia pledges his credit 
for the truth ol ii,as any of our readers .nay 
nee, who choose to relcr to Ins History id 
the East indies. To match this people, wfin 
m\ke coverlets ol their ears, the worthy 
German intomis us that there are a people 
in India who make a parasol of their loot 
This story test- on the authority of Solinus, 
who, in his 03d chapter, enlightens the 
world by telling it, that “there is a nation 
ol one eyed people in India, who, though 
they have only one leg, are still endowed 
with singular fleetnes». When they want 
to protect themselves from the heat, they 
fliug themselves on their backs, and recline 
under the shade ol their foot, which is im¬ 
mensely large.” lie likcwi-e quotes a sen¬ 
tence from St. Augustine’s 37ih Sermon 
to hisbiethren in the wilderness, which

THE ICE SHIP. 

/*Vom an old Sea Captain’s Manuscript 
It wa* in the early part of my li!e,wben 
I was placed io that shuttlecock situation 
of Cabin-boy, thereby being the thing on 
hn&id ship, which any and every one had a 
legitimate right to kick, that our vessel 
was engaged in a voyage in that worst of 
wintry seas, the Baltic. The difficulty of 
oh aming a cargo had delayed our return 
until (be season had advanced so far as to 
create peril from ibe ice, as well as from 
'empest. The suffering from cold I well 
remember, though perhaps my young blood 
and the collective and disjunctive knk-and 
cuffs aforesaid served to make my endur¬ 
ance les- than tliat of others—but young as 
I w.ts, my wnt.li on deck came over often 
for niy somniferous faculties, and the cur¬ 
tailed limits of a monkey jacket kept ine 
dancing and ki.kmg to prevent the freezing 
efl'.-ct ol tfie cold and spray. Sometimes 
in the moonliglp would be discovered the 
tall ice-b.-rg, moving with the majesty of 
death, along the moaning deep, like some 
giant surveying the domain of Ins empire — 
again anoiber, almost level with the wave 
but ex'etidmg as far beneath as the oiher 
above iis >uif..ce, would dash into loam the 
billow as it rolled upon ils glittering side— 
an accumulating rock, the contact with which 
was instant destruction. ‘1 he severity ol 
the weather was fast approximating our 
ship into a miniature resemblance of these 
Leviathans —the shrouds ga'bering size 
each hour fium the dasliings of the sea, 
our decks loaded with an uupiofliable cargo 
of ice, ai d our bows presenting, instead of 
the sharp angle of Ibe fast sailor, the broad 
visage ol a pngnaceous ram, frouted for 
tlie conics'. 

1 1 was on one of these moonlight evenings, 
during the severest intensity of the cold, that 
we made (in sailor’s phrase) a ship head.— 
from a wish to ascertain the truth of Ins reck¬ 
oning, or from some other motive with which 
lie did not see tit to entrust so important a' 
personage as mysvlf, our Captain wua desirous 
of speaking her—and knowing the heaviness 
of his own sailing, ordered a signal gun to be 
fired, which after much hammering upon the 
tompions of our guns, and sundry scrapings 
around our solitary piece of iron ordnance, to 
say nothing of live quivering hand and expir- 
ngcoa! of our temporary gunner, was accom- 
(i 1 shed. It e were however surprised, before 
tldsfe.it was performed, at the proportional ra- 
pulity with wliichyvc came up with the stranger 
— lie seenn il under shorter sad than ourselves, 
and when we arrived within hail we observed 
that some of his sails were very indifferently 
handed, and with what few were set, he was 
lying too—every piece of rigging as high as 
the fore yard was swelled to an enormous bulk 
of ice, and exhibited every prismatic color as 
il quivered in the moon-beam.—the hull of the 
slop seemed to he encumbered with quadruple 
the quantity of ice that loaded us—and she 
resembled throughout, that ship ol glass which 


did not take it, and I wits d-d by the se¬ 

cond male, for a lubberly fellow, with a super- 
ogatory punch with the oar’s end on my 
shoulder—again we rowed up and the second 
mate tried his Skill with the same success— 
and I have no doubt that he would have com¬ 
plimented the boorish sailor in the same man- 
ner, if he had had a similar proximity—a third 
time the boat wa3 alongside, and the officer 
with some difficulty made the warp fast around 
the enormous shroud, and stepped on board, 
followed by the crew, who shrunk to his rear. 
Among the last 1 clambered over the slippery 
side, and with due caution made a stand in the 
centre of the group who were listening to the 
colloquy which had commenced on the purtof 
our second officer. 

I shall not attempt to give the precise 
language which he held toward the helms¬ 
man ot the strange ship, but it was n t the 
most civil or such as is heard often in a 
Lady’s drawing room. The amount of it 
was a ‘sailor’s jaw’ for not answering a bail, 
and for not taking the warp, concluded by 
a request to know his latitude and longitude, 
and how certain capes bore from their ship 
—to all of which no reply was made, when 
l was called upnu for a lamero, which I had 
taken from the boat, and had snugly stowed 
away under my jacket, keeping both light 
and beat to myself—a tiling by no means 
difficult as the moonlight rendered ns ub 
sence unobserved. The 2d mate received 
it and went aft to observe the countenance 
of the dumb gentlemen of the helm—in his 
way lie stumbled over one man, whom he 
tho ght eithei drunk or asleep, but finally 
held ihelanip to the face of the sleeisinan, 
which was a shapeless lump of ice—die 
helm was lashed, his hand upon it, his feet 
fixed nt some depih in the ice, and he him¬ 
self frozen Btiff in bis upright position— 
near him were several of the crew in ho't- 
zuntal and various altitudes, from whom 
life bad long since fled. The horror ol the 
scene struck a panic among our boat’s crew 
and they did not wait fur orders to make the 
best of their way toward the boat The 
officer turned round wnh a countenance ol 
true sailor sang froid , wbereiu there was 
not a particle ot alarm, and order< d them 
to follow him below—the tear of his enor¬ 
mous fist induced all the rest, and mud 
more especially in)self, to obey the order 
and we proceeded to the labour ol removing 
the companion way. In the mean while 
1 ventured a look at my friend at the shroud 
who would noi catch the rope, where 
by I had the effect of a sound blow on the 
shoulder—he was frozen stiff with his arms 
around the rigging.—Not being fond of th

with us though her sails were trimmed, as 
if lying to. Such a phenomenon was al¬ 
ways the prelude of a gale, and it became 
with us a habit to reef whenever her tall 
form towered beneath a moonlight sky. 

In but one other voyage have I seen her, 
and then it was in the warm climate of the 
Indian ocenn many years since—it was on 
the evening before we were wrecked. But 
successful exertion at last has secured me 
from situations wherein I might see her, and 
I now can at my own fireside tell over past 
perils, and wish all of my brother sailors 
never to meet in any latitude with a full 
view of the Ice Ship.

USEFUL INVENTION. 

Much curiosity was excited, about nine 
o’clock, yesterday evening, in the Strand,

I 
have seen a lady of the fust distinction 
here, wa'king the Mall, as it is called, with 
a stout black lellow behind her, and occa¬ 
sionally amusing herself with turning round 
anil scratching his face till it was covered 
with blood. This Mall is a place of about 
half an acre, coveted with dust, with a few 
rotten elms and a puddle in the centre. 
Even the little children here are initiated 
into human blood almost as soon as they 
are able to walk; and the common amuse¬ 
ment of young persons is to stick pins in 
the black attendants, while every body has 
a little negro, of about his own age, to tor¬ 
ture for his pastime. 

The blacks here, as I was assured by Lis 
excellency the Governor, whose name is 
Hancock, have but one meal a day, which 
i« principally potatoes, and fare little bet¬ 
ter than the misetable Irish or English 
peasantry at home. The Governor told
